THE CAUSES FOR MISCARRIAGE. 


Some of the Main Reasons for Failure to De- 
liver—The Records Kept of Mail 
Matter—Other Notes, 


Wasnincton, September 21.—[Special.]— 
Over 6,000,000 pieces of mail matter are sent 


‘ annually to the dead letter office by reason of 
‘incorrect, illegib!e or deficient address, insuf- 
‘ficient postage, insecure inclosing, whereby 
“matter mailed becomes separated from the en- 


yelope or wrapper, or the failure to be called 


for or delivered to the person addressed. This 
* is a daily average of over 20,000 pieces. 


Of these the greater portion either are not 
¢alied fur at the postoffice to which they are 
directed, or, in case of free-delivery offices, the 
addresses cannot be found, notwithstanding 
every known means is resorted to on the part 
of the postal ofticia's to effect delivery. 

Matter sent to the dead letter office, which 
cannot be delivered to the person addressed, is 
required to be opened in its treatment for the 


“purpose of return to the sender, and if the 


name and address of the sender be not shown 
or cannot be ascertained from the contents, 
ani it contains no yaiuable inclosnure, it must 
be destroyed. 

Letters opened and found to contain any 
inclosure of obvious value are entered upon 


' proper record, and, of such, those which do

not disclose sufficient information to enable 
to be returned are filed, subject to 
rec’amation upon proper application and ident- 
ification. 

Letters which contain no inclosure of ob- 
vious valve are not recorded. 

Packages and parcels are recorded, and 
where they do not disclose the name anid ad 
dress of the owner are filed; if not called for 
or claimed within two years, they are disposed 
of at public auction, and the proceeds covered 
into the Uniied States treasury. 

A large proportion of the packages and par- 
cels sent to the dead letter office fail to be re- 
stored to the owners because of the absence on 
the wrappers orinelostre of anything to indi- 
cate ownership thereof. 

Information as to the character and nature 
of the matter thus received at the dead letter 
oftice, and the conditions and influences which 
eccasion its failure to reach the perscns to 
whom the senders designed it togo may be of 
interest, andthe mere statement of it carry 
with it suggestions which may serve the pub- 
lic in its exercise of postal privileges. 

Misdireetion, incorrect, illegible, and de- 
ficient address are given as leading § uses 
Which oceasion the failure of mail maiter to 
reach its proper destination, and affect alike 
that which is so addressed to either city, town 
or village, 

In addition tothese, in the case of matter 
mailed to cities or free-delivery offices, are the 
failure to give street or number, business or 
occupation, or some designated place of de- 
livery of the person addressed; inability to 
find transient peuple, and their neglect to give 
forwarding orders for their mail; the neglect 
of permanent or temporary residents to notily 
the carriers or postofiice of change of place 
for the delivery of their mail matter upon 
moving from one part of the city to another, 
together with the failure of newcomers to fur- 
nish the postoftice with their names and places 
of address. Itisto these causes, with others 
of more or less consequence that the 
non-delivery of mail matter is, in 
the main, attributable, and they are condi- 
tions over which the postal service has no 
control, and may alone be remedied by the 
peop'e themselves. 

The following suggestions, if observed, will 
aidthe dispatch and delivery of matter sent 
through the mails, or its return directly to the 
sender in the event of non-delivery, and thus 
prevent the annoyance, delay, and embarrass- 
ment caused by sending matter to the dead 
Jetter office. 

Mail niatter should be plainly and correctly 
addressed, the name of the post office to which 
it is to be sent should be clearly and distinctly 
stated, and toavoid confusion from the simi- 
Jarity of abbreviations, as frequently used, the 
name of the state should also be given in full. 
In the case of mail addressed to small offices, 
or where there are offices of like names in dif- 
fercnt states, the name of the county should 
be added. 

Where mail matter is addressed to cities or 
free-deiivery offices the street and hou8’e num- 
ber, cr postofice box number of the person ad- 
dressed are important, and should always be 
given wheu it is possible to do so. 

Where tiiis cannot be done, the business or 
ém)oyment of the person addressed, if stated, 
Will cften secure delivery. 


A si.a.l proportion only of the mail received at . 


the free-delivery offices is called for at the gen- 
era) delivery of the, postofiice, the public ex- 
pecting delivery by the letter carriers; and 
lence the importance of giving street and 
nuuber, or some other designation whereby 
the person addressed may be found. 

l.ct‘ers addressed to persons temporarily so- 
journing in acity where the letter-carrier 
sysiem isin operation should be marked ‘‘tran- 
éient,’’ or ‘general delivery,” if not addressed 
to a street and number, or some other desig- 
nate’ place of delivery. 

The name and address of the sender, either 
Printed or written, should be placed upon the 
upper ieft-hand corner of the envelope or 
Wrapper of all matter mailed. 

Tiis will secure its immediate return to the 
Beniicr from the inailing office for correction if 
iinproperly addressed, insufficiently paid, or 
otherwise defective; thus affording oppor- 
tunity to comply with the postal regulations 
and requirements, and place the matter in 
proper condition to entitle it to all the privi- 
leges of the mails, and is especially useful in 
the case of packages and other matter mailable 


at less than letter rate of postage, which is re- 


stricted to ceriain conditions and requirements 


4s to weight, size, manner of inclosure, etc. 


Letters and all other matter mailed, so 
marked with the name and address of the 
sender, that should fail to be called for or de- 
livered to the person addressed, and upon 
which full letter rates of postage has been paid 
a#re not sent to the dead letter office, but are 
zeturnable to the sender direotly—without ad- 
ditional charge, and with the reason of non- 
delivery indorsed thereon. 

Packages and all matter mailed at less than 
letter rates of postage, should, in addition to 
the name and address of the sender upon the 
#nvelope or wrapper, bear in connection there- 
‘with a request for its returnin the event of 
non-delivery, in which case it is also return-

If it be borne in mind that only such un- 
elaimed and undelivered letters and other 
matter prepaid at full letter rates of postage as 
do not bear the name and address of the sender, 


letter rates of postage as does not bear a re- 
quest for its return, is required to be sent to 
the dead letter office, the importance of tho 
Suggestions in respect to placing the name 
and address of the sender, etc., on all matter 
mailed, is apparent. 

All matter mailable at less than letter 
rates of postage must be 80 
wrapped or inclosed that it can 
be readily examined at the oftice of delivery, 
as wellasatthe mailing office, without de- 
stroying the wrapper; otherwise itis subject to 
a letter postage.: 

Much of the package and parcel matter re- 
ceived at the dead letter officeis that which 
has been deposited for mailing sealed and 
closed against inspection and prepaid at less 
than lettor rate; being unmailable in such con- 
dition. and the name and address of the sender 
not appearing upon the cover, whereby it 
might be returned for correction and proper 
compliance with postal conditions, it necessar- 
ily is sent to the dead jetter office. 

A large proportion of the packages sent to 
the dead letter office are addressed to foreign 
countries. 

In addition to being sealed or closed against 
inspection and deficient in postage, many of 
them contain articles that are unmailable 
through the post because of customs regula- 
tions and ccnditions of the countries to which 
they are addressed, or exceed the limit of size 
and weight. 

In mailing packages addrossed to foreign 
countries, care should be taken to ascertain 
whether they are prohibited from transmission 
to the country of destination, or can only bé 
forwarded when the postage is fully prepaid at 
foreign letter rates—5 cents per half ounce. 

. Only bona fide trade samples are transmissi- 
ble at reduced rates of postage. . 

Persons desiring to mail matter other than 
letters to foreign countries should consult their 
postmasters, who, being provided with the 
postal jaws and regulations, are enabled to 
give proper information respecting conditions, 
etc., etc., of mailing to foreign countries. 

All valuabie matter to be sent by mail 
should be registered. It will thus receive such 
protection as is not always possible to give to 
matter sent in the ordinary mails. Money 
should be sent by money order or registered 
letter. 

Proprietors of hotels should omit the return 
request from envelopes supplied gratuitously to 
their guests; and guests using envelopes fur- 
nished by hotels, should be careful to desig- 
nate what disposal should be made of letters 
sent by them in case of non-delivery. 

In sending packages and parcels—books, 
pamphlets, and other articles--by mail, the 
address should be placed on the article en- 
closed as well as on the wrapper. 

Should the wrappers become detached, as 
they frequently do, through the handling in- 
cident to mail transportation by sea or land, it 
may still be possible to restore the article if 
this precaution is taken. E. W. B. 


THE WEATHER AND CROPS, 


Weather Bulletin Showing the Average 
Temperature for the Week. 

WASHINGTON, September 21.—The daily 
average temperature for the week ending 
September 19th has beon above the average in 
districts on the Atlantic and Gulf coasts. 
This excess of temperature has been from two 
to six degrees in New England and from two 
to three in the middle, south Atlanticand gulf 
states. In tho lake region and central valleys 
the daily average of temperature has been 
from two to four degrees below normal, except 
in Illinois, where it has been about six degrees. 
In extreme northern Minnesota the deficiency 
in the temperature has ranged from five to ten 
degrees. 

Rainfall fora week has been in excess in 
districts on the Atlantic coast and in Iowa, 
Missouri, Arkansas and eastern Kansas. 
There has been a deficiency in all other districts. 
In New England and onthe middie Atlantic 
coast the average has been from 
two to three inches. In the lake region 
there has been from one-half to three-quarters 
ofaninch. The rainfall in the south Atlantic 
states and Florida has been from one and one- 
half to twoinches. It has been generally less 
than one-half inch in the east gulf states. 
There has been no rain on the Pacific coast, 
and only light showers in the country from the 
Dakotas southward to northern Texas. 

Harvesting has been completed in Dakota, 
but has been delayedin Minnesota by exces- 
sive rains. Killing frosts have occured in Ne- 
braska and Iowa, with slight damage to late 
corn. Corn is considered safe in Indiana and 
Illinois, where wheat seeding and corn cutting 
are progressing. The temperature and sun- 
shine have been below the average in Kansas 
and Missouri, and warm weather is needed for 
corn in the latter state. 

Cotton opening and picking have been re- 
tarded by rain in Arkansasand Texas; picking 
is progressing in Louisiana, where rice is being 
harvested; cane is flourishing and a few cases 
of grinding are reported. 

Conditiong have not been 
cotton in Mississippi, where 
the outicok is no beiter than 
at the last report. In Alabamathe weather 
has been greatly favorable for gathering crops. 
In Virginia corn and tobacco are reported as 
good in both qantity and quality. In the Caro- 
linas cotton has been injured by rain, the bolls 
rottfhg and sprouting. In North Carolina 
tobacco is nearly housed. 

In New England the week has been unfavor- 
able for harvesting, beans are sprouting and 
tobacco is not curing. In New York farm 
work has been delayed by excessive rains, 
which have, in a measure, damaged all crops. 
In Pennsylvania rain has delayed fal] seedin 
and tobacco curing, and has caused increase 
rot in potatoes. Potatoes are also reported 
rotting in the northern portion of New Jersey. 

THE REPORT FROM NORTH CAROLINA. 

RAvzEienH, N. C., September 21.—{Special.] 
The weekly weather crop bulletin for the week 
ending tonight says the reports of correspon- 
dents show that the week has been unfavor- 
able for crops and farm work of ali kinds. The 
first four days of the week continued to be 
very damp, with frequent rains, and the in- 
jury done to cotton isconsiderable. Excessive 
warmth and moisture caused cotton to rot or 
sprout in the bolls, while that which had al- 
ready opened has been stained and otherwise 
considerably damaged. The latter part of the 
week, from Wednesday to Saturday, has been 
cooler and clear and altogethermore favorable, 
permitting the farmers to resume picking 
where it had been interrupted. many 
places tobacon is nearly all oused. In the 
westcrn portion of the state a light frost, in 
low places, occurred on the 18th. In Davie 
county a heavy rain and hail storm, on the 
16th, injured crops to some extent. a

Senator Cockrell’s opposition to the Sher- 
man bill, to increase national bank circulation, 
is sufficient to take that measure out of the 
list of probabilities for this session. Conferees 
on the tariff bill say today that an agreement 
is not probable before Tuesday or Wednesday. 
As the report goes first to the house for con- 
sideration, it will not reach the senate until 
the latter part of the week. It will then de- 
pend upon the desire of senators to get away 
whether the discussion shall be long or brief, 
Notice has been given that three tariff 
speeches are to be made when the conference 
report is made to the senate, by Messrs. Ald- 
rich and Carlisle, of the finance committee, 
and Mr. Ingalls, who was in the chair while 
the bill was under consideration in the senate. 

While waiting for the tariff bill, the general 
deficiency bill may come before the senate on 
the report of the conferees, if not before, then 
directly after it, and itis likely to be the only 
measure of importance to receive considera- 
tion after the tariff bill is out of the way. 

In the house the Langston-Venable election 
case has reached the stage which requires 
further action before any other business can be 
touched. The previous question is in order 
and, although in the ordinary course, the 
District of Columbia committee would be en- 
titled to the floor tomorrow, a yea and nay 
vote upon the election case must be taken 
beforo the usual order can prevail. Soit will 
be necessary for the republicans to secure a 
quorum asa preliminary to the disposition of 
any business; and, as a matterof fact, they con- 
fident'y expect to have 165 members present 
Monday or Tuesday at the latest, which with 
the assistance rendered by the presence of at 
least one democrat, will, they believe, enable 
the house to dispose of an election case. 
Should these expectations be realized when 
the house assembles tomorrow, the election 
case may be disposed of in season to allow a 
part of the day to the district committee. 

What will follow depends upon the progress 
of the conferees on the tariff bill. If thei, 
work is complete by Tuesday morning, the re- 
port will be taken up immediately and dis- 
posed of in two days, at most. If not, senate 
amendments to the general deficiency bill will 
be considered; and, when those measures are 
disposed of, the house will have completed its 
work so far as this session is concerned, and 
be ready to adjourn.

[A PEOULIAR ACCIDENT 


BY WHICH TWO MEMBERS OF A 
FAMILY WERE KILLED. 


A LITTLE BOY WITH A WINCHESTER. 


One of His Sisters Attempts to Disarm Him. 
‘The Weapon Is Discharged with Fear- 
ful Results. 


MERRIVALE, Tex., September 21.—[Special.]} 
An appalling accident occurred three miles 
south of town today.

ENCOUNTERED A HURRICANE, 


A British Ship Puts Into San Francisco 
Badly Damaged. 

San Francisco, September 21.—The British 
ship, Ventura, putin last evening in distress 
from a hurricane encountered September 19th, 
in latitude 129 west. The Ventura sailed from 
here August 6th, for Westport Ireland. On 
September 18th the captain noticed signs of 
an approaching storm and prepared to meet it, 
andin the morning there was a fearful gale 


ahurricane. Every shred of canvas on 
yards was whipped to fragments and the 

flew along under bare poles. Suddenly an 
enormous wave was seen approaching over a 
100 feet high. It towered over the vessel 
for a moment, then passed clean over it. 
Everything movable was washed away. Two 
of her boats, rails and stanchions were torn 
clean off and borne away. 

The iron door of the lee cabin was burst in 
as if by a battering ram andthe cabin filled 
with water. Two men, Paul Vol, able sea- 
man, and John Snota, sail maker, were swept 
overboard, and the wavethrew Snota far to 
the leeward. His shipmates saw him cling- 
ing toa piece of broken boat, but could nct 
help him. The waves grew heavier, pounding 
the ship furiously. Suddenly she was ca;- 
sized, turning clean over on her side, leaving 
orily the weather bilge above the sea. Alter- 
nately the bulwarks to which the sailors were 
clinging and the keel were above the water. 
At5o'clock p. m. the vessel entered the 
centre of the storm and wasfor ten minutes 
calm. Then the wind began again from nearly 
an opposite direction. The vessel partially 
righted. After a number of hours thé wind 
began to shift some of the cargo and right the 
ship. From then on the ship had fair weather 
while returning tothis city. The storm from 
which she suffered is believed to be the same 
that damaged the ship Queem Victoria, which

INTO AN EXCURSION TRAN 


A Switch Engine Runs—Half a Dozen Per- 
sons Killed. 

CuicaGco, September 21.—At 8 o’clock to- 
night a swith engine on the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy railway raninto the rear of 
an excursion train on the Illinois Central 
road, near Eighteenth street. The collision 
resulted in a frightful tragedy. For atime the 
confusion was 80 great that even an approxi- 
mate idea of the loss of life is impossible to 
obtain.. The first reports from the police had 
it that forty people probably had met death, 
while the railroad officials said only two or 
three persons certainly are known to have 
been killed. Within half an 
hour, however, seven mangled 
corpses had been dragged out of the heap of 
broken timbers and twisted iron that marked 
the spot where the collision had taken place. 
By this time it had also been ascertained that 
at least three people were seriously injured 
and six others slightly. The collision took 
place near Douglass park and the victims 
were Sunday excursionists just reaching the 
city on their way home from the afternoon’s 
outing. 

The freight train crew when questioned as- 
serted that they had passed Millard avenue 
under a clear signal. Millard avenue is onlya 
short distance from where the smashup oc- 
curred, and the freight crew claim that when 
the crash came red lights on the rear of the” 
Illinois Central train were burning with ex- 
treme dimness.

A LOCOMOTIVE EXPLODES,

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., September 21.—The 
boiler of an engine attached to a freight train 
on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad exploded at 11 o’clock tonight, at 
Sherman Heights, five miles from Chatta- 
noogo. All that can be found of the engineer 
and fireman is a coat. A brakeman was seri- 
ously injured.

KILLED AT A CROSSING. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., September 21.—[{Spe- 
cial.J—A horrible accident, resulting in the 
death ofa father and son, occurred at Ooltewah 
station this morning. Passenger train No. 4, 
on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
road, left here on time this morning and was 
running at the usual speed when it passed 
Ooltewah. A wagon, in which were a farmer 
named Gladson and his son, was passing along 
a country road, and the farmer attempted to 
drive across the track ahead of the train. He 
missed his calculations, and the engineer of 
the train was powerless to avert the inevitable 
result. The engine crashed into the wagon, 
leaying the pieces along the track for 100 
yards, while the farmer and his son were 
instantly killed. The bodies were frightfully 
unutilated.

SavANNAH, Ga, September 21.—[{Special.] 
The business season this year opened up bet- 
ter than that of any previous year. Despite 
the recent stringency in the financial. market, 
it has continued, in many, if not all, respects 
an improvement over the early part of 1889, 
This improvement, which includes an expan- 
sion of trade in the old territory and an exten- 
sion of business into the new districts recently 
rendered trib&tary to .Savannah, promises to 
continue. It is the basis upon which local 

merchants, in all lines, support their predic- 
tion that the volume of the city’s wholesale 
business will, before next September, be in- 
creased fully 25 percent. The difference in 
the grocery, dry good, boots and shoes, cloth- 
ing and hardware trades is already very appre- 
ciable. More drummers are being sent out 
than usual and in every instance the numerous 
and large orders returned have proved the 
value of this course.

INCREASED COTTON RECEIPTS.

Naval stores, too, are considerably in excess 
of receipts upto this time last year. The 
figures fer rosin are 34,438 barrels against 
305.517 barrels last season, a difference of 85,921 
barre!s, while spirits of turpentine show an in- 
crease of 10,691 casks, there having been re- 
ceived 133,736 casks against 123,045 casks.

Laying of the Corner Stone at the University 
of the South. 


SBEWANRKE, Tenn., September 21.—[Spe- 
“ae Maes corner stone of the Walsh Memorial 
building, at the University of the South, was 
laid on the 18th instant with much ceremony. 

This building, the first of a group which it 
has been decided to erect, is the gift of Colonel 
Walsh, of Louisiana. 

A long procession, headed by the vested 
choir of the university chape!, and brought up 
by the vice chancellor and chancellor, in their 
official robes, moved slowly from the chapel to 
the site of the building, singing ‘“The Church’s 
One Foundation.”’ 

After psalms and prayers, the vice chancellor, 
Rev. T. F, Gailor, placed within the stone 
a number of documeuts ahd the usual 
newspapers and coins, and the venerable 
chancellor, the Rt. Rev. Alex Gregg, D.D., 
laid the stone with the customary formalities. 
Then followed addresses. Major Fairbanks, 
of Florida, one of the original trustees of the 
university, sketched the history of the institu- 
tion since its foundation, in 1858; the ravages 
of the war, which swept away its promised en- 
dowment of $3,000,000; the actual beginning 
of a school upon the mountain in 1868; the sure 
and steady growth and development of the 
university untilits present enrollment of 300 
students was reached; the five other corner 
stones at the laying of which he had assisted 
here; and the bright prospect which now 
stretches before Sewanee. Mr. Silas McBee, the 
main architect of the noble Gothic pile 
which, in the future, will grace 
the university and the indefatigable agent of 
the alumni endowment fund, then addressed 
the assembly. Dr. Gray, of Nashville, also 
spoke. The procession then reformed and 
returned to the chapel singing, “All Hail the 
Poweepf Jesus’ Name.”’ !

Only the other night, in conversation with 
my wife, I heard quite distinctly the keys of 
the piano trill for a single instant in the front 
room.

I 
suppose there is hardly a well-regulated house- 
hold that has not its traditional ghost story. 


) At the risk of being thought egotistic, I will 


tell one in my father’s family. 

In 1846, my brother, Andrew D. Scott, then 
a resident of Columbus, enlisted in company 
A of the first regiment of Georgia volunteers 
that went to Mexico. The latest communica- 
tion received from him was written at 
Camargo, on the Rio Grande, just as he was 
leaving with his regiment .for Monterey. 
Several weeks elapsed before we had further 
tidings of him. During this interval, we 
naturally became quite anxious about him. 
This was especially true of my father, whose 
health atthe time was much impaired. On 
the night of the 13th of December, 1846, 
my father waked my mother and said to her: 
“Wife, Ihave hada very unpleasant dream 
about Andrew. It was so vivid thatI fear 
it has some significance. I dreamed that he 
came into this room and stood just here by the 
bed. He was looking like himself, except that 
he was pale and had a sorrowful expression of 
countenance. I said tohim: ‘Son, howis it you 
“are here?’ He replied: ‘Father, I am dead.’ ”’ 
My mother rallied him gently on his 
nervousness, assuring him that there 
was nothing in a dream. About ten 
days thereafter my father received 4 
letter from Captain Calhoun, of company 
A, stating that the regiment had been ordered 
from Monterey to Tampico, and that my 
brother and his old schoolmate, Fleming G. 
Davies, of Milledgeville, 
seriously ill in a hospital at Monterey. Some 
weeks thereafter, we had a letter from Mark 
H. Blandford, of the same regiment, now &@ 
judge of the supreme court, informing us that 
he had understood that this brother died on 
the night of the 13th of December, at 
Monterey, and was buried, his grave 
being marked for future identification. 
The dream and the death we were then, and 
now are, satisfied occurred on the same night. 
Of course we believed there was no ghostly vis- 
itation, that the whole affair was subjective, 
and the coincidence purely fortuitous. A 
large number of very similar instances are re- 
corded in books of science, notably by Aber- 
crombie and Upham. Quite recently we have 
seen the statement from an able writer that 
ghosts ‘‘are neither flesh and blood entities, 
nor extremely tenuous bodies, but the resnlt 
of the tlepathic action of one mind on an- 
other.”’ 

This definition reminds us of Huxley’s defi- 
nition of evolution. Both need some one to 
interpret them to the laity. 


Henry Drummond, whose ‘‘Natural Law in 
the Supernatural World” is largely borrowed 
from ‘“Butler’s Analogy,” as to the 
fundamental idea of 3s ® oe 
in a later volume entitled, ‘The 
Greatest Thing in the World.” Doubtless it 
willattract a host of readers, especially amongst 
that class of divines who turn away from the 
writings of Jeremy Taylor, Owen Baxter, 
Leighton and Howe, as too;jheavy for their 
mental digestion. “This greatest thing, 
Drummond calls love’’jin contradistinction to 
faith by which St. Paul set so much store in 
his epistles to the Romans and Galatians. 
He furnishes the reader with what he terms 
the “spectrum of love,’’ illustrating this beg- 
garly conceit from I Cor. ii. This conceit, more 
or less modified, will probably be reproduced in 
a thousand pulpits, representing a theology 
that is limp and therefore lacking in bone and 
sinew. 

“‘Faith,”’ he says, “has for centuries been 
the key-note, but in that we were all wrong.’’ 

It is fair to say that this opinion is provis- 
ional, and not finai. Itis based, not on the 
book itself, but on a favorable criticism which 
we find in the last number of “‘The Arena.’’ 

Sir Walter Scott was wont to liken James 
I of England to an old gander’ running about 
and cackling all manner of nonsense.’’ The 
provocation must have been very great. that 
would have induced the author of ‘‘Waverly”’ 
to speak thus irreverently_of a crowned head, 
especially of a Stuart. But James de- 
served this and more, for he was a firs}-class 
nuisance in court and country. This royal 
pupil of George Buchanan had a profound con 
viction that he had mastered the science of 
kingcraft, and therefore he was continually 
seeking to thrust his views about all sorts of 
things, great or small, upon his subjects. 

He had a childish dread of witches and an 
invincible dislike to heretics, two of whom he 
caused to be burned at Smithfield. When Sir 
Walter Raleigh introduced tobacco into the 
realm he turned author and wrote a most furi- 
ousand pedantic ‘‘Counterblast”’ against its 
use. When his Queen Anne of Denmark im- 
ported the  farthingale from France 
he issued a royal proclama- 
tion against this style of female underwear, 
He was not without learning of a sort, but his 
lack of practical sense made him a perpetual 
bore when he was not a laughing stock in his 
own palace. Possibly, if he had been a wiser 
sovereign, Raleigh would not have been be- 
headed nor Bacon disgraced. He transmitted 
to his son and successor a zeal for episco 
and prerogative that cost him his thbene aie 
cost England twenty-five years of civil war. 


There is no solitude like that which may 
be found in a great city. When Cowper was 
heart-sick and weary of the garrulity of Mrs. 
Unwin and her tea-drinking neighbors, he 
wished for ‘‘a lodge in some vast wilderness.’ 
The poet of |The Task” would have found 
quicker relief if he had plunged into the heart of 
London. What a man in his nervous condition 
needs ig diversion quite as much as seclusion. 
But if the latter is desired it can be better se. 
cured in a great metropolis than in “‘some 
boundless contiguity of shade,’’ 

It is related of Dr. Johnson that for forty 
years he walked through the streets of London 
when, by the merest chance, he met the first 
time a schoolboy friend that had come to that 
vast city the same year and month with himself, 
Although their residences were only a few 
squares apart, yet, during that long period, 
their paths never crossed.

WAS THE SUBJECT OF DR, TALMAGE’S 
SERMON YESTERDAY. 


Everything Will Be Straightened in God's 
Own Appointed Time—History Shows 
That Everything Turns Out Right. 


BROOKLYN, September 21.—[Special.]—Pre- 
liminary to his sermon at the Academy of 
Music in this city, this forenoon, Rey. Dr. Tal- 
mage announced that until the new Brooklyn 
tabernacle was completed, he would preach in 
‘the Brooklyn Academy of Music on Sunday 
‘mornings. He was glad to add that, by an ar- 
rangement made through The Christian 
Herald, of New York city, he would be en- 
~abled to preach in the New York Academy of 
Music on Fourteenth street, on Sunday even- 
ings, beginning with the evening September 
“28th. He also announced that on next Sab- 
bath morning, September 28th, he would be- 
‘gin a series of sermons entitled: ‘My Recent 
‘Journey Throrgh the Holy Land and Neigh- 
boring Countries; What I Saw and Learned.”’ 

The subject of today’s sermon was: 
“Crooked Things.”’ Text, Isaiah xi: 4: “The 
crooked shall be made straight.”’ 

Geometry, from the time it was discovered 
on the bank of the Nile, which, by its overtiow 
annually obliterated the landmarks, and the 
restoration of] these landmarks made such a 
science necessary--I say, geometry, ever 
since -then has been busy with lines, straight 
lines, curved lines, lines in angles and 
cones and spheres, but has never been able to 
evolve any beauty from a line that was mere'y 
crooked. The circle and the square. were al- 
ways considered admirable. Isaiah recognizes 
the circle and says: ‘The Lord sits upon the 
circle of the earth.”” The altar of the ancient 
tabernac'e was “‘four square,”’ and the breast- 
plate of the priests ‘four square,” and heaven, 
accorcing to St. John, is “four square.” But 
the Bible has no admiration for lines that are 
merely crooked. Indeed, my text in prophesy- 
ing the world’s complete rectification declares: 
**The crooked shal! bé made stra'ght.’’ 

There have been so many moral earth- 
quakes that many things have got into a terri- 
ble twist--crooked laws, crooked governments, 
crooked fortunes, crooked dispositions—and 
many of the efforts to straighten things have 
only made them more crooked. And some 
good people sit down in despair and become 
pessimistic and give up life and the church 
and the world as dead failures. With such 
lachrymose behavior I have nosympathy. It 
“The 
crooked shall be made straight.’’ I propose, 
as I may be divinely helped, to mention some 
of the crooked things that are going to be 
straightened. 

Much of the wealth of the world is in the 


- hands of the profligate, while many of the best 


people are subjected to distressing privation; 
and there is going to be a redistribution of 
If it were possible, it would be a 
bad thing to have things divided equally. 
Some men are able to endure more success 
than others, and prosperity that might not un- 
balance you might destroy me. The Declara- 
tion of American Independence declares that 
all men are born equal, but the opposite is the 
truth, for they are born unequal. In no re- 
spect is this more evident than in their ca- 
pacity to endure success, financial or social. I 
have seen men by the acquisition 
of $50,000 made arrogant and _ over- 
bearing, and I have known others with 
their millions of dollars childlike and unas- 
suming and Christian. We would al! be afilu- 
ent but the Lord cannot trustus. I am glad 
there are those He can trust. Much is said 
against capitalists, but the world would be a 
very shaky world without them. Who built 
the great railroads which, while they give such 
facilities of travel, employ tens of thousands 
of laborers supporting them and their families ? 
Capitalists. Who built great ships that stir 
the rivers and bridge the ocean? Capitalists. 
Who reared the thousands of factories all over 
the Jandin which hundreds of thousands of 
employes earn their daily bread? Capitalists. 
‘Who endowed your colleges, and opened free 
libraries, and built asylums for the orphan, 
the crippled and the insane? Capitalists. 
But for them there would not be 
an Academy of Music, or a_ pic- 
ture gailery, or a free library or a steamboat, 
or a railrood in America. Who put the world 
on seventy-five years beyond whac it would 
have been in enterprise, in comforts, in educa- 
tional advantage, in good things without num- 
ber? Capitalists! The more money a man 
gets the better if it comes honestly and is em- 
ployed righteously. Nevertheless we all see 
that there needs to be a redistribution of prop- 
erty. Communism proposes to make that dis 

tribution by torch and dagger and dynamite. 
Throw the midnight express train off the track 
and put the factory into contlagration. Dis- 
rupt society. Burglarize. Assassinate. Such 
peop'e believe neither God nor man nor woman 
and they know how to make things worse, but 
never have made and never can make any- 
thing better. 


I tell you there wili come a redistribution of + 


property. Under the divine blessing good peo- 
ple will get more alertness and acumen and 
assiduity. Many good people are kept in 
straitened circumstances because they have 
been indolent, or lacked courage to take 
honest advantage of circumstances, and were 
too stupid to geton. With the very same sur- 
roundings others went on tocompetency. In 
the better days to come good men will have 
their faculties wakened, and will in conse- 
quence rise to larger share of prosperity. On 
the other hand, estates wrongfully accumu- 
lated. will dissolve. If not the sons, then the 
grandsons will make the money fly, and it will 
gradually scatterin their hands, and become 
a part of the general wealth. Then, as 
to vast properties righteously gathered— 
and there are thousands of 
them—such estates will -*contribute 
toward helping the unfortunate, not moro by 
charities than by helping struggling people 


into lucrative business, and the man who has 


amassed enough and a surplus will say: 
*‘There is a young merchant without any capi- 
tal; I will start him on Fulton street,’? and 
*‘there is a young mechanic who has no means 
of his own, and I will put him on a career of 
preepen and “There isa farmer with too 
ig a mortgage on his land, and I will he!p 


him lift the encumbrance.’’ The fact is, that 


-if the kindliness and generosity manifested by | 


moneyed men toward the struggling during the 
last fifty years, increases in the same ratio for 
the next fifty years, there will be a condition 
of society paradisic. Weare going to have a 
multiplication of William KE. Dodges, and 
Peter Coopers, and James Lenoxes, and George 
Peabodys. So will come rotribation, and the 
crooked will be made straight. 

Mind this: God never yet undertook a fail- 
ure. Tie old book, which is worth all other 
books put together, makes it plain that God 
has undertaken to regulate this world by gos- 
pel infleence, and if He has the power Ho will 
do what He says He will and noone who 
amounts to anything will deny His power. 
God has said a hundred times ‘I will,”’ but 
never onco has said ‘I cannot.” We may 
with our tack-hammers pound away trying to 
mend and improve and straighten the finan- 
ciai condition of the world, and be 
disappointed in the result, because our 
arm is too weak and the hammer we wield too 
small, bat the most defiant difficuity will 
flatten and disappear when God with a ham- 
mer madeof summer thanderbolts strikes if, 
saying, ‘‘The crooked shall be made straight.” 

In your basiness concerns there are influ- 
ences perplexing. Your affairs may seem all 
right to outsiders, for business firms do not ail- 
vertise their private troubles, but where oue 
firm has everything just as they wantit, there

I never yet asked God todo anything but He 
did it if it were best and in all the cases where 
my prayer has not been answered. I have 
found out afterward that it was best not to 
have been answered in my way. But none of 
us have tested the full power of prayer. It is 
a force very like some of the forces of nature 
that were in existence but not employed. For 
ages electricity was thought good for nothing 
but to burn barns and kill people with fell 
stroke. The lightning rod on the top of houses 
was the spear with which the world charged 
on the thunderstorm, as much as to say, “If 
you dare to come this way I will hurl you into 
the ground.’”’ But now cloctricity@iightons 
homes, and churches, and cities, and Christen- 
dom, and moves rail cars, and he isarash man 
who mentions anything as impossible to this 
naturalenergy. So the power of prayer was 
to the world rather a frightful power, if it was 
any power at all.

Once in heaven, 
we willneed no prayer for we shall have every- 
thing we want. We will need no repentance 
for we shall have forever got rid of our sins. 
Weshalljhave no need of comfort, forjthere will 
beno trouble. The Christian religion is not for 
heaven where everything is all right, but for 
this world where so. many things are all 
wrong. 

Washington Allston, whose name vou recog- 
nize as that of a great American painter, was 
reduced to extreme poverty, and one day got 
on his Knees and asked for a loaf of bread for 
himseM and starving family. While he was 
bowed in that prayer there was a knock at 
the dcor and a man camein and said: “How 
about your painting, ‘The Angel Uriel,’ that 
received the prize at the royal academy ? Has it 
been sold ?’’ ‘*No;’’ said Allston. ‘‘How much 
do you want for it?’’

‘*Well,’’ says one, ‘you don’t apply this in 
every direction.’’ Yes, I do. Take the most 
uncertain thing on earth—the weather. The 
Bible distinctly says prayer controls’ the 
weather. James 5th and 18th: ‘‘Elijah wasa 
man subject to like passions as we are, and he 
prayed earnestly that it might not rain, and it 
rained not on the earth for the space of three 
years and six months; and he prayed again 
and the heavens gave rain.’”’ Do you say that 
was the weather of olden time? There have 
been instances in modern times just as marvel- 
ous. There’s not a Christian ship captain 
but could give you instances of  inter- 
ference with the weather in an- 
swer to prayer. It has been my 
good fortune to know many ship captains. 
They are in all our services. They leave their 
vessels on Sunday mornings and join usin 
worship. I warrant there are enough of them 
present this morning to take a whole fleet in 
safety across the Atlantic. WheneverI have 
heard them testify, it has mightily confirmed 
mein what I knew before, that God answers 
prayer concerning the weather. And there 
have been cyclones that started up from the 
Carribean sea sweeping down every sail and 
every smokestack and every mast. in their 
course, which in answer to specific petition 
have been diverted and made to curve around 
some particular ship, leaving that in calm 
waters, and then resuming their original path 
of destruction. The weather probabilities 
again and again have announced a tem- 
pest and we were alijready for it, but 
to the surprise of most people, the next 
day wesaw the announcoment that the at- 
mospheric fury had changed its course. The 
probability is it struck a praycr and glanced 
off. If Elijah’s prayer aifected the weather 
of Palestine for forty-two months, I should 
think somebody now might have a prayer that 
would affect it for a couple of days. 

John Easter was many years ago an evan- 
gelist in Virginia. large out-docr meeting 
was being heldin thatstate. Many thousands 
had assembled in the open air and heavy 
storm clouds began to gather. There was no 
shelter to which the multitudes could retreat. 
The rain had already reached the adjoining 
fields when John Easter cried out: “Brethren, 
be still while I call upon God to stay the 
storm till the gospel is preached to this multi- 
tude.” Then he knelt and prayed that the 
audience might be spared from the rain, and 
that after they had gone to their homes there 
might come refreshing showers. Behold, the 
clouds parted as they came near and 
passed to either side of the crowd 
and then closed again, leaving the place 
dry where the audience had assembled, and 
the next day the postponed showers came 
upon the ground that had been the day before 
omitted. Do yousayitonly happened so? I 
cannot see what you keep your Bibles for, and 
the God you worship is not my God. Your 
God is an autocrat, and he isso far off and so 
far up that the world cannot touch Him, and 
his throne is an eternal iceberg. My Godisa 
father, here and now, anda father will give 
his child what he asks for, if it is best for him 
to have it. Pray about evervthing that con- 
cerns you, secularities as well as spirituali- 
ties. Take to God all your annoyances and 
perplexities. The crooked shall be made 
straight. Some people talk as though God 
controlled things in general but not in par- 
ticular; that He started everything under.cer- 
tain laws and then letit take care of itself, asan 
engineer might start his locomotive on an iron 
railroad track and then jump off. What would 
happen to such a locomotive is what would 
long ago have happened .to our world if God 
had started it and arterward allowed it to look 
out for itself. There is no such thing as a gen- 
eral providence. It ts a particular providence. 
God has no general care for a forest. It is a 
care for every cell of every leaf and root in that 
forest. God has no general care for the ocean. 
It is a care of every drop of water in the liquid 
magnitude. God has no general care for tho 
human race. Itis a care ofevery individual of 
that race and of every item of individual his- 
tory. I preach him, a ¢ rod in infinitesimals, 
an overy-day God, a God responsive, and one 
breath of earnest prayer, though that breath 
should not be strong enough to make a candle 


‘flicker, will absorb more of the divine atten- 


tion than if the archangel standing at the foot 
of the throne should flap both wings. 

It isremarkabie how many crooked things 
are in the providence of God being made 
straight. About thirty yoars ago our national 
affairs were a3 crooked as depraved American 
politics and bad men, and Satan could make 
them. From the top of Maine tothe foot of 
Florida, the nation was red with wrath. It 
was wrangle and fight all the way through, 
and one of the mildest things that the north 
and south promised each other was na- 
tion.

The will of one man who 
wanted to remuin emperor kept down a nation 
who wanted a republic.

The emperor surrenders with 83,000 troops, 
419 field guns, 6,000 horse and 60,000 muskets. 
From that day the ballot-box was up and the 
throne was down. Free institutions have been 
substituted for an infamous monarchy. Thank 
God! The crooked has been made straight. 

But why go so far to find fulfilment of my 
text. In all our lives there are crooked — 
that need to.be made straight, and eac 
hearer or reader will enumerate for himself or 
herself. With oneit is dilapidated physical 
health and you are saying ‘‘Why cannot I bein 
good health when I have such opportunities 
and such responsibilities?” Alas for the sick 
headaches and the rheumatic joints, and the 
neuralgic thrusts, and the lame foot!

In many a domestic life are difficulties to be 
removed. There are thousands of matches 
that wero not madein heaven.

This thought, which is a sadness to a happy 
marital state, might be consolatory to those un- 
equally yoked. A very short path is the path 
of life. The rolling years will give quick 
emancipation. Everybody, for discipline, must 
have some kind of trouble, and that is your 
trouble. Putin a song now and then to cheer 
your spirit. Make the bestof things. Findin 
God that peace which no one else can bestow. 
The daysand months and years are crowding 
past and the Jast of the procession, so far as 
you are concerned, will soon have gone by. 

temember that some of the best men and 
women who ever lived have had the same life- 
time misfortune. They bore up under it, and 
so can you. The expiration of the life of one of 
you will,after a while,remove the affliction, Let 
the one that remains make no hypocritical 
mourning at the obsequies of the one that 
goes or imitate those whom.we have all 
noticed who fought like cats and dogs all their 
married state and then could not get organs t 
sound dirges doleful enough, or furnishing 
stores to prepare weeds black enough, or tomb- 
stone cutters to: chisel epitaphs eulogistic 
enough. Itisa matter of congratulation that 
the unhappiest conjugal relation will termi- 
nate. The crooked shall be made straight. In 
the ages of the world when people lived five 
or six or eight or nine ‘ee a, years, such 
consolation for any kind of trouble would have 
been inapt. It would have brought no relief | 
to some of those old patriarchs to say, ‘‘You 
will have only 700 years more of this.’”’ But 
life has been abbreviated by the cutting off of 
century after century until we can console 
people, whether their trouble be financial or 
social or domestic, by saying it will not be 
long before the crooked shall be made straight. 

But to those who were once happily united 
on earth, but arenow separated, the same 
thought comes, ina good cheer. Not longsep- 
arated. Tradition says that two bells were 
molded and sent from Spain for a distant land 
tochimeinachurch tower. But whileina 
storm at sea one of these bells was wrecked, 
and only one reached the shore, and was hung 
in the church tower. And some people thought 
that, when standing on the land, they heard 
that bell ringing for worship orina wedding 
real, they could at the same time hear from 
the sea the lost bell ringing as if in response. 
Some of our friends and kindred have crossed 
the stormy sea and are in the tower of God on 
high. But we are stillin the tempest, and 
sometimes the surges beat over us but oursouls 
are stillin accord with those who are gone, 
and they ring down tous and we ring up to 
them and there is a sympathy between us that 
can never die. 

‘‘Oh,’* says some one, ‘‘the crook in my lot 
you nave not mentioned, and Isit clear outside 
of all the consolations you bave offered.”

STATE oF GEORGIA, EXECUTIVE DEpP’T, 
ATLANTA, GA,, August 4, 1890. 

HEREAS, THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
1889 passed the following act, in accordance 
with the requirements of the constitution, towit: 
“An act to amend Art. 7, Sec. 1, Par. 1, of the con- 
stitution of 1887, and the act of 1885, amendatory 
thereof, so as to include widows of Confederate 
soldiers in the aid therein extended, and for other 


purposes, 

SECTION 1, Be it enacted by the general assem- 
bly of the state of Georgia, That the act of 1885, 
approved October 19, 1885, amending article 7, sec- 
tion first, paragraph 1, of the constitution of 1887, 
be andthe same is hereby amended by adding 
thereto and at the end of said act, the following 
words: “And for the widows of said confederate 
soldiers as may have died in the service of the 
confederate states, or since from wounds received 
therein or disease contracted in the service; pro- 
vided, this act shall only apply to such persons as 
were married at the time of such service and have 
remained unmarried since the death of such sol- 
dier husband,” so that said article 7, section 1,para- 
graph 1, of the constitution of 1877, and the act 
amendatory thereof, shall read as follows: “To 
supply the soldiers who lc 8° a limb or limbs in the 
military service of the confederate states with 
substantial artificial limbs during life, and to 
make suitable provision for such confederate sol- 
diers as may have otherwise been disabled or per- 
manently injuredin such service; and for the 
widows of such confederate soldiers as may have 
died in the service of the confederate states, or 
since from wounds received therein, or disease 
contracted in tl.@ service.” 

Provided, That this act shall only apply to such 
widows as were married at the time of the service, 
and have remained unmarried since the death of 
such soldier husband. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted, That1f this 
amendment shall be agreed to by two-thirds of 
the members elected to each of the two houses, the 
same shall be entered on their jcurnals with yoas 
and nays, taken thereon, and the governor shall 
cause said amendments to be publishedin one or 
more newspapers in each congress:onal district for 
two (2) months previous to the next yeneral elec- 
tion, and the same shall be submitted tothe people 
at the next general election, and the legal voters 
atthe next said general election shall have in- 
scribed or printed on their tickets the word “‘Rati- 
fication’ or ‘‘Nonratification,”’ as they may chooxe 
to vote, andif a majority of the electors qualified 
to vote for members of the general assembly vot- 
ing therein shall vote in favorof “ratification,” 
then this amendment shall become a part of said 
article 7, section 1, paragraph 1, of the constiti tion 
of the state, and the said acts of 1885, amendatory 
thereof, and the governor shall make proclamation 
thereof.” 

Section 3. Beit further enacted, That all laws 
and parts of laws in cecnflict with this act be and 
are hereby repealed. 

Approved November 4, 1889. 

And whereas the general assembly at the same 
session passed the following act, in accordance 
with the requirements of the constitution, viz. : 

An act to amend article 3, section 7, paragraph 
7 of the constitution of the state, by adding there- 
to the following words: ‘‘But the first reading of 
each bill, in each house, Shall consist of the read- 
ing of the title only, unless said bill is ordered to 
be engrossed.”’ 

And whereas, The following are two sections of 
said act, viz.: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assem- 
bly of the state of Georgia, and it is hcreby en- 
acted by authority of the same, that the constitu- 
tion of this state be amended by adding to article 
3 tion 7, paragraph 7, the following words: 
‘But the first reading ofeach bill,in each house, 
shall consist of the reading of the title only, un- 
less said bill is ordered to be engrossed.” ’ 

“Section 3. Be it further enactec, That the 
above proposed amendment shall be suumitted for 
ratitication or rejection tothe electors of this 
state at the next general election to be held after 
publication, as provided for in the second section 
of this act, in the several election districts of this 
state, at which election every person shall be en- 
titled to vote who is entitled to vote for members 
of the general assemb'y. All persons voting at 
said election in favor of adopting the proposed 
amendment to the constitution, shall have written 
or printed on their ballots the ‘words: For ratifi- 
cation of the amendment of paragraph 7, of séc- 
tion 7, of article 3, of the constitution, and all per- 
sons opposed to the adoption of said amendment, 
shall have written or printed On their ballots the 
words: Against the ratification of the amend- 
ment of paragraph 7, of section 7, of article 3, of 
the constitution.”’ 

“Approved October 24, 1889.” 

Now, therefore, I, John B. Gordon, governor of 
said state, do issue this, my proclamation, hereb 
declaring that the foregoing proposed Bmcrione 
ments to the constitution are hereby submitted 
for ratification or rejection tothe voters of the 
state at the genera! election to be held on Wednes- 
day, October 1, 1890, as provided in said act.

The aggregate fer all the cities exhibits a 
gain over the preceding week of nearly $151,- 
000,000. At New York alone there is a gain 
of over $149,000,000, and this is mainly 
ascribabie to the increased volume of specu- 
lative transactions. Operations on the Bos- 
ton stock exchange have been much heavier 
than in the previous week. 

For cotton, provisions, petroleum and 
breadstuffs combined the value of the ex- 
ports this year, in August, was about $4,000,- 
000 less than in August last year. The 
crop situation, however, is reported to be 
improving.

Georgia counts among its most useful citi- 
zens some New Englanders who are spend- 
ing their efforts and their money freely in 
developing the resources of north Georgia. 
The aptitude with which they adapt them- 
selves to the region is really wonderful, until 
we recall the fact that these people are 
really our own flesh and blood. Al! through 
Georgia there are descendants of men who 
came over in the Mayflower. Other people 
came direct to Georgia from the same parts 
of England that furnished New England 
with its early population. New England 
and the Piedmont region are alike peopled 
principally by the Anglo-Saxons and the 
Celts, and though they have lived apart for 
generations, and have become acclimated to 
different i and accustomed to differ- 
ent habits and different vernaculars, they 
are at heart the same race yet; they have 
the same courage, the same enterprise and 
the same conservatism. 

However the persistent malice of parti- 
sans may have kept them apart, the people, 
when they mingle, are the same race, the 
same flesh and blood that harkened to the 
wisdom of Alfred the Great, or fought with 
William the Conqueror. For the good peo- 
ple of New England who desire to see our 
country and know our people, we have 
always a cordial welcome. 


What Becomes of the Money. 

The enormous sums received by the gov- 
ernment—amounting to over four hundred 
and fifty million dollars from internal rev- 
enue and nearly as much from customhouse 
receipts, and other sources, shows that 
nearly two-thirds of the currency passes 
through the federal treasury every year. In 
fact, we may say thatthe currency of this 
country is annually collected and distributed 
by the government. It does not matter 
what happens to trade, to business or to 
individual enterprises, whether large or 
small. This process of grinding goes on 
from year to year. 

One hundred million is paid out annually 
to the soldiers for pensions, Another hun- 
dred million to improve rivers and harbors, 
for the benefit of trade. 

The army and navy consumes another 
very large slice. And the civil list, includ- 
ing federal officers, another very large slice, 
and what is left after paying their salary is 
dispensed by congress to ali clas3es except 
the farmer. ‘To use a verycommon phrase, 
he gets the guose, 

When we consider that it requires more 
than the aggregate amount of the circulating 
medium of the country to move the crops of 
the country—and that he has to wait until 
all this money passes through the treasury 
of the United States, and that then the spec- 
ulator, who stands between the moving of 
the crops and the treasury, is to be satisfied 
before there is anything left for the farmer, 
we need no longer wonder at the scarcity of 
money where it is most needed by the 
farmer. 

The law i$ so arranged that he cannot get 
a dollar of all this money from the govern- 
ment without parting with the produce he 
has raised. He is prohibited from borrow- 
ing money on his land. If the speculator 
gets into trouble by reason of tight money, 
the government is ready to pay him $50,- 
000,000 in money, in premiums, on his 
bonds, or in anticipation of interest. But the 
farmer must part with his crop, at the price 
fixed by some one else, and if it is half what 
it cost him to make it, it has to go—and there 
isno help for it. 

Who can callto minda single instance 
where our congress or the president, or the 
secretary of the treasurer, any of them, have 
made a single move to financially relieve the 
farmer. Speeches and appeals are made 
daily to pay pensions, to silencé commerce, 
to help manufactures, to keep up the army 
and navy and for the relief of the bond- 
holder or the banks. All the farmer gets is 
empty promises made on the stump just be- 
fore elections. 

And yet the annual product from the 
farms of the United States is the source of 
all our wealth, and but for what they furn- 
ish the whole government would collapse in 
ashort time. These are facts, and fine- 
spun theories may be written or spoken, 
but these facts cannot be wiped out. 7 

Whatever else is done with our money the 
farmers have but a poor showing at it, and 
hence have but littie of it.

A Society of Authors. 

The Boston Evening Transcript is in favor 
of an incorporated society of authors in this 
country, as there is in England, and thinks 
that it would be a most useful organization. 

A similar society here, it believes, would 
not fail favorably to affect legislation in the 
matter of international copyright. __ 

There may be something in this. It can- 
not, ineeed, be doubted, since other means 
have failed to obtain the desired results, that 
a strong organization of this kind would be 
able to accomplish much good. There is a 
strength in united action which would bene- 
fit our authors; they cannet hope to reach 
the summit of their ambition, as far as in- 
ternational copyright is concerned, by in- 
dividual and spasmodic appeals to congress. 
They must move together, and as one man, 
if they hope for success. 

The writers of England are pulling to- 
gether, so to speak, and itis nowin order for 
their brethren in America to follow their ex- 
ample on this line. It seems to us that this 
will be a good way to solve a problem which 
has entailed great suffering on them—a way 
by which they will be enabled to remedy all 
their grievances, and get the justice which 
belongs to them. 


Pensioning E.x-Confederates, 
There is a very general movement in many 
southern cities toward the pensioning of ex- 
confederate soldiers—at least, they are at- 
tracting more interest now than heretofore. 
This good result is, perhaps, attributable as 
much to the interest which the government 


is manifesting in the care of the 


soldiers of the union army as to any- 
thing else—an interest, it may be remarked, 
in which the south is largely concerned, 
from the fact that the pension fund is an 
unwarranted drain upon her treasury, and 
southern men are taxed unnecessarily to 
support the soldiers who fought against 
them.

A Wise Move. 

The suggestion to put an electric line on 
between Ponce de Leon springs and West- 
view cemetery by the Atlanta Street rail- 
road, will do much to make that company 
one of #ie most valuable properties in the 
south. It will, of course, require the ex- 
penditure of a considerable sum of money, 
but if the company has the nerve to make 
the expenditure it will pay them enormonsly 
in the end, and so well in dividends that it 
will require a considerable premium on the 
stock before the present holders will part 
with it. 

The distance traversed is about six miles. 
It goes immediately through the center 
of Atlanta and West End. Sixty 
thousand people will be on each side of it, 
and for half the distance, with an electric 
line properly managed, it will require a car 
every three minutes to properly accommo- 
date the travel. It is not possible to get a 
line of such length in any city south of 
Washington that will give as many patrons 
on each side of the line. With proper 
equipment, and properly handled, it would 
carry more passengers daily than any six 
miles of any kind of railroad in the south. 

These are facts that cannot be disputed, 
and if the Atlanta Street Railroad Company 
does not realize it very soon some other com- 
pany will—not exactly on the same line, but 
one similar—but no company can cover 
the ground equally as good,

A DISCUSSION OF THE AMERICAN 
DIPLOMAT ABROAD. 


Robert Lincotn’s Standing Among. the 
English People—An American Minis- 
ter’s Trying Position. 


Copyright 1890. 

Lonpow, August 20.—‘‘We are looking to 
see Robert Lincoln president of the United 
States next time,” said a noted Englishman 
to me yesterday. He was speaking of the high 
position our present minister has among this 
people, and making some criticisms upon the 
politicical conditions in our country. I was 
interested in his talk, because it gave me an- 
other evidence of the fact that itis next to im- 
possible to make the English mind understand 
thata president’s son has no more chance in 
our game of life thana blacksmith’s. There was 
another very interesting feature of his conver- 
sation, for it intruded again into prominence 
what Ihave often heard sinceI have been 
here, that many Englishmen of prominence 
were looking forward to Minister Lincoln’s ad- 
vancement to the place his illustrious father 
once occupied. 

As I looked at our representative to the 
court of St. James this morning I couldn't 
bat recall the wonderful change which has 
come to him in a very short time. Transferred 
from his law office in Chicago to 
the first court of the world, he 
reached its shores to meet a reception such as 
has rarely been accorded an American diplo- 
mat. Inacountry like this, where accident 
of birth is regarded as of great moment, it 
seemed important to its citizens that he was 
the son of one of the greatest presidents of the 
United States, and they honored the son, not 
only for his own worth, but for his father’s 
fame—a double element of power under a 
monarchical condition where the idea does not 
prevail that all men are created free and equal. 
They very readily took tothe idea that. this 
honor was but a stepping stone to the presi- 
dency, because they could not understand the 
barriers that were up and the intrigues and 
accidents which were certain to combine in 
deciding the question, firstin the convention 
and then before the people. 

Englishmen know little and care less for our 
politics or conditions unless they can make 
money out of them, and their impression about 
Mr. Lincoln only found a foothold because he 
was a president’s son, and because he had 
grown popular since he reached London. But 
the gloom that the death of his son cast over 
his life has stopped all social engagements and 
business alone occupies his attention. So his 
position is changed from a round of strong 
attractive combats with the highest intellects 
of England to the routine of what may readily 
be called a thankless place. The salary of 
$17,000 a year will no more than support it, if 
economically conducted, and the official duties 
alone are anything but engaging. 

Up to the moment of Mr. Lincoln’s bereave- 
ment, his social life here was somethiug de- 
lightful, and could it have continued he would 
have been one of the most popular repre- 
sentatives we have ever had here, be- 
cause he is already credited with that 
rare gift of keeping on good terms 
with Americans who have business with 
him and at the same time filling his place in 
court life. Sofarhe seems to have escaped 
much of that criticism which Americans are 
alinost certain to visit upon our diplomatic 
representatives abroad whenever opportunity 
offers. Mr. Phelps, whom he succeeds came 
in for his share of it, but Ex-Governor Waller, 
of Connecticut, who served with him, was the 
most popular among consul generals. Mr. 
New, the present occupant of that office, fol- 
lows him in popularity and in looking after the 
interest of Americans and gives to his office 
the same business-like attention which he 
gave his bank in Indianapolis. 

The American minister to any foreign court 
occupies a véry trying position. This is es- 
pecially true of the court of St. James, where he 
has to meet and greet the great tide of travel 
from the United States as it lands on English 
shores. The ayeraga citizen of our. great 
country is wont to look upon its diplomatic 
representatives as not only protectors of their 
persons and property, but as purveyors to their 
wants and whims. Therefore, it takes a very 
careful and patient man to deal with the obb 
and tlow of American travel. without becom- 
ing unpopular with it, and in some way affect- 
ing his standing to the government to which 
he is accredited. The siege of the consul gen- 
eral’s office is even greater than on the minis- 
ister's, and aman who can keep his popularity 
with his countrymen and do his duty in that 
position is indeed fortunate. 

At best the diplomatic representatives of the 
United States do not occupy very envious po- 


. sitions, because the country from which they 


come isnot very highly regarded in determi- 
ning the honors to be accorded to representa- 
tives of foreign governments. Their position 
here must depend very much upon themselves 
but if they please the English they are very 
apt to displease theirown people. Itis next 
to an impossibility fora person to act much 
with the English people without. absorbing a 
great many of their characteristics and habits. 
It is so easy to be what our rushing people 
would call indolent, and so delightful to enjoy 
the high type of social life which is open to 
those holding official positions that one is very 
ready to forget to arise before 9or 10 0’clock 
and reach business about 11. No one isin a 
hurry here. The business of today is readily 
put off until tomorrow to make way for some 
social enjoyment that comes on the evening. 

Perhaps it would not be fairto say thatthese 
people are negligent, but they will readily put 
off to next week what might be done today, 
Simply because their caprices dictate delay. I 
can imagine that itis very easy for an Ameti- 
can diplomat to fall into these easy ways of 
transacting business without hurry and then 
enjoy the social life of the evening which al- 
Ways lasts until a late hour. 

No foreign ambassador faces the exactions 
thatan American official does. Heis expected 
to be a democrat with bis countrymen and to

“Was he more popular’ than General 
Schenck ?”’ I asked. 

“Mr, Schenck was an entirely different 
character. His habits of mind'and desires 
turned himin a different direction. With a 
certain class he was quite popular, but be oc- 
cupied no such position as Reverdy Johnson. 


was not regarded as exactly the kind of person 
to be popular in a country where so much de- 
pends upon the high-class social inclinations 
of an official. We all recognize him as a typi- 
cal American, rude, but full of intellectual re- 
sources. Without knowing anything about it, 
I can imagine that he would be a very popular 
man with his own countrymen.”’ 

“James Russell Lowell, I should have 
thought, would have been very strong here,” I 
suggested. 

‘In many respects, yes. 
as aman of very superior intellectual gttain- 
ments, and he had some social gifts of @ high 
order. But he would hardly be regarded asa 
far-seeing diplomat. He was entirely too sen- 
timental. Poets alwaysare. Yet, Mr. Lowell 
was acredit to the United States, although I 
believe that many of his people were not 
pleased with his official conduct. I can quite 
understand how that could be true with a man 
of Mr. Lowell's intellectual and quiet tenden- 
cies. The average American seems to look 
upon his minister as a sort of high-class messen- 
ger boy to cater to whatever desires 
he may have, or to attend to what- 
ever business he may have to transact. This 
is unjust to the diplomat in a double sense. In 
the old world we have a very different idea of 
his duties. People look to hit for broader 
things than looking after details or spending 
their time about commonplace matters. A 
minister who does that to the neglect of the 
higher duties of his office soon loses caste with 
the government to which he is accredited and 
isaptnot to help his reputation at home. 
Therefore, the position of an American diplo- 
mat is more difficuit than that of any other of- 
ficial of like grade from any other country in 
the world. It takes a very strong man to 
meet its requirements. 

‘*The minister sent to this country by Mr. 
Cleveland is a strong man, but I have heard a 
good deal of complaint about him from Amer- 
ica, but the truth is that I have heard more or 
less of this about all of them. Even Mr. 
Pierrepont, who was the very soul of attention 
to the duties of hi: office was not free from 
fault-finding. Mr. Phelps was a high-class 
man, but could hardly be called a diplomat. 
In fact, it strikes me that you do not train 
men in your country for this position. Here 
we give them years of education with that 
endin view. How is it possible fora man who 
has spent his life in a limited circlein the prac- 
tice of the law, or in merchandise, to suddenly 
change his entire condition and go out into a 
new field which the world has acknowledged 
is beset with more snares than any other? I 
suppose that itis just barely possible that a 
long series of such experiments will occasion- 
ally throw a man to the surface who would 
naturally take tothe intricacies of statecraft 
and draw himself up to his position. We 
would regard such experiments as exceedingly 
dangerous and would never think of sending a 
man out to a foreign post without a long train- 
ing. That is why the British diplomatic 
service is the best in the world, and while its 
representatives can at all times be reached, 
even by the humblest Englishman, they main- 
tain their dignified position with the govern- 
ment and the people to which they are ac- 
credited. That at all times commands re- 
spect.”’ 

These opinions about American ministers 
are certainly interesting. Yet, my English 
critic, I think, overstates the caprices of our 
countrymen. Itis true that very many Amer- 
icans who come here expect attentions from 
our diplomatic officers that they should never 
dream of, because, as he truly said, they 
have higher duties to perform than looking 
after travelers from their native land. Buta 
very large percentage of Americans never go 
near our legation, and as a general ruleit is 
those who have little right to consideration 
who are most exacting and make the loudest 
grow! about our representatives’ conduct. It 
is true that this conditicn of affairs. weakens 
somewhat the position of our diplomat. with 
the people among whom they are living in an 
official capacity. It would be well for all 
Americans travelingina foreign country to 
remember that it is a good thing to have some 
respect for its customs and traditions. Don’t 
abuse your minister or consul because he 
blacks his boots and wears a dress suit occa- 
sionally. Itis the mode of the society in 
which he is required to asseciate. Take your 
meals as they come to you through the life 
long habits of the people among whom you 
are traveling. It will save you any amount of 
bad temper, and you will get something to eat. 
Show some respect fer your country by speak- 
ing well of its officials, and let foreigners see 
that we have some national pride, 
no matter which party is in power. 
The constant changes which politics make in 
our diplomats, naturally weaken their influ- 
ence in a great country like this, but travelers 
can do a great deal towards raising the stand- 
ard of the service. by having some little regard 
for tlie conditions with which their representa- 
tive is surrounded. All ambassadors dre by 
no means great.men, and from an intelectual 
standpoint, America has no right to be 
ashamed of her position, but our democratic 
conditions’ seeming disrespect for all manner 
of titles gives the representative of almost any 
tayo-cent governmenta better standing at court, 
than far greater characters who-are queered by 
what we are pleased tocall ‘democratic ways"’ 


which are often license rather than judgment 
and right.

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ONE NEGRO SHOOTS ANOTHER LN 80- 
CIAL CIRCLE. 


After the Shooting the Murderer Leaves on 


Murdered in cold blood! 

Jim Campbell, a negro youth, shot General 
Gaither, a nogro ladof his own color, at 
Social Circle Saturday night. 

The shooting was entirely unprovoked, and 
wa; a picce of deliberate, murderous reckless- 
ness. 

There was a negro ball going on near town, 
and Gaither was standing in front of the 
house where the merry-making was being in- 
dalged in. 

After frolicking around inside for awhile, 
Campbell came out, and drawing a pistol, re- 
marked : 


‘ 
“I’li be d—d if I ain’t gwine to kill some- 


body.” 

Walking a few steps from the door he 
pointed tho pistol at Gaither and pulled the 
trigger. 

The bullett sped true tothe mark and en- 
tered the abdomen of the negro. With a 
groan he fell to the ground, and realizing what 
he had done Campbell fled and im the dark- 
ness made good his escape. 

He is thought to have boarded the night 
express and to have come in the direction of 
this city. 

Yesterday morning, about 11 o’clock, the 
wounded negro died, after suffering several 
hours. 

Mr. H. N. Phillips, constable from Social 
Circle, called at police headquarters last even- 
ing, after making a thorough but fruitless 
search of points in the city where it was sup- 
posed the murderer might be found, and left a 
notice for his apprehension. 

Campbell is described as of a dark, ginger- 
cake color, thick lips, about five feet ten 
inches high and weight about 160 pounds. 

Socrat Crrcur, Ga., September 21.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—A cold-blooded murder was committed 
at this place at a negro frolic last night about 
12 o’clock, all of the parties being colored. 
Joseph Campbell, a worthless character, 
walked into a crowd, remarking that he was 
going to kill some d—n nigger and fired his 
pistol, the ball entering General Gaither 
about four inches below the uwhbilicus and 
ranging downward, lodged in the back near 
the spine. Drs. Gibbs and Spence performed 
@ very difficult operation. The in- 
testines were perforated in several places and 
the cavity clensed of an immense amount of 
coagulated blood. The victim only lived a 
short time after the operation. The murderer 
escaped, and is supposed to be in Atlanta.
